A. Prescott and Miss Sarah E. Foster 
were joined in the holy bondB of mat­ 
rimony by Judge Maguire, at Glen 
Loch, Mr. Bartlett’s lovely home. The 
ceremony was conducted at the cele­ 
brated Pool in the cañón, which has 
been immortalized by our resident 
artist, a Mr. Ford. The path from the 
ranch-house leading to the Pool along 
which the bridal party passed is a nat­ 
ural arbor of bridul wreath which 
grows in wild luxuriance in these val­ 
leys; and amid the music of the waters, 
the Hinging of birds, and the sighing 
of the wind through the trees, the cer­ 
emony which bound tbese two to­ 
gether for life was performed. Home 
very impressive remarks, appropriate 
to the occasion, were made by Judge 
Maguire. Judge Prescott is a well- 
known member of the Massachusetts 
bar, and was born at Reading, Mass. 
Miss Foster- came from Cambridge, 
Mass. And these two after voyaging 
round the world, unknown to each 
other, finally meet in the beautiful 
valley of the New Italy, where they 
are united, and continue the voyage 
of life together. They intend making 
a permanent home in Sauta Barbara. 
—Santa Barbara Press. 


Exit Ames. 


Governor Ames of Mississippi (son- 
in-law of Ben. Butler) recently went 
out of the rear door in a very humilia­ 
ting sort of a way. Articles ot im­ 
peachment had been presented end 
he was about to be tried. To avoid 
this trial t Itere was an understanding 
that if he resigned all proceedings 
should be dropped. So Ames, and the 
Lieutenant-Governor, who was in tbe 
same dilemma, resigned, and the im­ 
peachment came to an end. This es­ 
cape by tbe rear door might have been 
expedient under the circumstances, 
but it was a cowardly proceeding, and 
was in some sense a confession of 
wrong doing. But Ames had better 
luck than Belknap. The latter’s resi­ 
gnation did not arrest impeachment 
proceedings. The Senate has already 
constituted a Court to try him, and for 
tbe first time, probably, in the history 
of the country a trial of impeachment 
will be conducted against a man who 
is out of office. 
During the last ten 
years a considerable number of office­ 
holders have resigned to escape im­ 
peachment, among whom were uo less 
than three Federal District Judges. 
But Ames is the latest illustration of 
an impeachment which was stopped 
by the retirement of the official by 
the rear door. 


Everlasting Fire. 


In the neighborhood of Haku,on the 
Caspian 8ea, there is a phenomenon 
of a very extraordinary nature called 
the everlasting fire, to which a sect of 
Indians and Persians called Guards 
pay religious worship. It is situated 
about teu miles from the city of Haku, 
in the province of tíhirvau, on a dry, 
barren piece ot ground. 
On it are several ancient temples, 
built of stone, and supposed to be all 
dedicated 
to fire, tbere being oue 
among them in which fire worship is 
carried on. Near the alter there is a 
large hollow cane from the end of 
which 
issues a blue 
fiame. ’Ihe 
worshippers affirm that this fiame has 
continued ever since the flood, and 
they believe that if it were suppressed 
in that place it would break out in 
another. 
At a short distance from the tem­ 
ple there is a horizontal gap, two 
feet from the ground, about six feet 
long and tbree broad, out of which 
comes a constant flame of the color 
of that in the temple. 
When tbere 
is a strong wind it rises to the bight 
of eight feet, but is much lower in 
calmer weather. 
The earth around, for more than 
two 
miles, has this extraordinary 
property, that by taking up two or 
three inches of the surface and ap­ 
plying a lighted lump, the part un­ 
covered immediately takes fire, even 
before the flame touches it. 
The 
flames make the soil hot, but do uot 
consume it, nor affect what is near 
with any degree of heat. 
It is said that eight horses were 
once consumed by fire under a roof 
where the surface of the ground bad 
been turned up by some accident and 
ignited. If a cane or tube of paper 
be set about two inches into the 
ground, closed with eartli below, and 
the top of it touched with a live coal, 
a flame will immediately issue forth 
without consuming the tube, pro­ 
vided tbe edges be covered with clay. 
Three or four ignited tubes will boil 
water in a pot,and are sometimes used 
to cook victuals. The flames have a 
sulphurous smell but are inoffensive.

I t is a question th at appeals alone to 
the patriotism of the pegple.and is en­ 
tirely optional with them w hether 
they will aid in this national enter­ 
prise. 
Los Angeles will doubtless be 
well represented at the great national 
fair, and if the proper facilities are af­ 
forded to exhibit the products of our 
country, it may bring returns to us, 
financially, a hunJred fold. 
All are 
equally interested. 


The Black Hills. 


A party from Austin, Texas, with 
the Black Hill fever arrived in Chey­ 
enne on the 7th of March. 
One of 
the party writes to the Statesman 
thus: “ Yesterday I struck a m an who 
had just come from the Hills. H e had 
been out there two months, aud he 
•ays there is no water around Cus­ 
ter City aud instead of there being 
several hundred houses there, there 
are only a few completed, 75 altogeth­ 
er, and most of them pole pens 8x10, 
without any roof. There is no de­ 
m and for labor of any kind. Men are 
willing to work for their board aud 
do their own cooking. I find the 
whole thing one of the basest frauds 
ever gotten up.” This is bad on the 
boys and we are all sorry for them. 
But m en will only learn by experien­ 
ces, and the more they pay for it, the 
more impressive the lesson. 
We have 
ten thousand acres of placer mines in 
this country,that would run the world 
crazy if it lay in some remote region, 
diflcult of access. 
There is hardly a 
pan of earth on th at whole area from 
which you could not get from one to 
ten cents gold. 
But this rich gold field 
is almost in sight of the city—can be 
reached in four hours walk from the 
railroad—provisions are plenty and 
cheap—no snow clad m ountains to 
cross—no Indians to fight, ne mules 
to pack,no dangers to encounter,hence 
they are not attractive. 
Men love 
m ystery and novelty. Distance and 
danger 
always lend enchantm ent. 
The people of Los Angeles are more 
excited about the Black Hills to-day 
th an they are about the San Fernan­ 
do, the Castac, Peru or Sau Gabriel 
mines. 
W e have known strangers 
who visited Los Angeles for the pur­ 
pose of exam ining those mines to be 
persuaded by our own citizens not to 
do so. A few men, however, w ith a 
little means and good sense, have in­ 
vestigated in these placers, and gone 
to work, who will make immense for­ 
tunes. Our 
townsman Mr. 
Jones 
brought his first cupfull of gold in 
the other day, and when his ditch is 
completed he will bring it by larger 
measures. 
We have heard old m iners 
say there are no better mines on the 
coast, and all that is required is capi­ 
tal to put the water on them. 


True Masonry. 


Free Masonry is the oldest organiza­ 
tion on the face of the earth, and con­ 
tains w ithin its m em bership the best 
talent, and purest morals in the world. 
Its pathway through the ages past, 
has been watered with the tears of 
grateful widows, and lighted by the

truest friends of science and progress, 
and always ready to lay down life aud 
wealth for the m aintauance of truth 
and morality. There is much in their 
history of which they m ay justly be 
proud, yet boasting is never heard. 
There is much In the revealed tenets 
of the order that the outside world can 
understand and admire. 
Their sym ­ 
bolical lessons are highly intelectual 
and instructive. Their «ode of morals 
are refined and pure. But while there 
is so m uch to admire in Masonry per 
se—there are a few things among the 
members in certain localities which 
do not come up to the high standard 
of the tenets of this renowned old Order 
H e is not a Mason who is only one 
outwardly ; the great principles of the 
order lie deeper thau the surface ; and

A true Mason at heart is always at his 
post, always ready for duty, unless 
providentially prevented. 
No trivial 
excuse of a private nature will make 
amends for delinquincies, neither will 
a true Mason permit any little private 
pique, of a personal nature, to debar 


him from the privileges of the lodge. 
Nor is there ever any seisms, or divi­ 
sions among those who truly love the 
Order, they are not sensative, except 
when their veracity , or the honor of 
the Order is assailed. 
I t is a source of 
the deepest regret when Masonry, by 
accident, confers the degrees upon per­ 
sons who turn out to be only holiday 
members, or show by their subsequent 
conduct that they only sought the 
benefits of the Order, for their individ­ 
ual advancement. 
“ By their fruits 
ye shall know them .” W e regret that 
it is necessary to make any allusion 
of this kind public, but Masonry must 
not be held responsible for the delin­ 
quencies of every man whose nam e is 
on the record, or who holds his demit 
in his pocket. 


Official Corruption. 


The Express of this city thinks 
“ It is a base and disgusting practice 
to set detectives upon the track of a 
m an like B l a i n e —th at the man who 
aims to be President should have a cu­ 
ticle as hard and as thick as th at of a 
rhinoceros. This brutal and indefensi­ 
ble scandalizing of prom inent men 
should stop.” This is a remarkable 
position fo ra journal th a t professes 
to be defending the cause of the peo­ 
ple. Does it wish to cover up the 
scoundrelism of public men? Is Mr. 
B l a i n e any better than any one else, 
tiiat his acts should be shielded from 
the public? If he seduced a woman 
and took a bribe of $65,000, we should 
think his hide was thick enough to 
make a Presidential cadidate to suit 
the Express. 
It further says? “The 
ordeal killed the sensitive G r e e l e y . ” 
We were uot apprised that Mr. G r e e ­ 
l e y was accused of seductiou or brib­ 
ery. If he was, and was guilty, it 
ought to haveAilled him; and if Mr. 
B l a i n e is guilty we hope it will kill 
him. 
We can bear the death of all 
such sensitive men with great Chris­ 
tian fortitude. 
If Mr. B l a i n e is in­ 
nocent the more they probe his con­ 
duct the better for him, uor will he 
die'uuder the ordeal. 
The only safe 
cuticle for a public man is a pure rec­ 
ord. 
All guilty men should be .made 
to understand that the only way to 
hide their crimes is to retire from the 
public 
arena—keep themselves in 
the shade — let 
uone 
but 
hon­ 
est 
men 
come 
to 
the 
light. 
We deprecate the slandering and ma- 
ligniug of men iu official position as 
much as any one, and we believe that 
such thiugs are doing great harm to 
our Government. 
But when crime is 
ferreted out we would not hide it for 
any man living. 
The only effectual 
way we have to rid the Government 
of such scoundrels is to hunt them out 
aud hold them up to public reproba­ 
tion, and if possible put them in the 
penitentiary, and it would be possible 
if we could once get a majority of hon­ 
est men in control of the Government. 


Board of Public Works. 


W e were advised yesterday by tele- 
egram that Governor Irwin appointed 
Louis Roeder, Hancock M. Johnston 
and Wallace Woodworth the Board of 
Public Works for this city. These are 
all good citizens aud good business 
men. 
We have uot yet seen the Act 
by which this Board was authorized, 
therefore we cannot enlighten the pub­ 
lic in regard to the powers they have, 
or what they are expected to do. 
[Since writing the above a copy of 
the Act has been handed to us aud 
reads as follows :] 


A N A C T 
To C r e a t e a B w nnl o l P u b lic W o rk s i n 
a u d for th e C ity o f l.o* A n g e le s. 
The people of the State of California 
represented in Senate aud Assembly 
do enact as follows : 
S e c t i o n I. A 
Board 
of 
Public 
Works in and for the City of Los A n­ 
geles is hereby created and estab­ 
lished ; the said Board to consist of 
three members who shall be chosen us 
hereinafter specified and whose pow­ 
ers and duties shall be 
First. T'o have complete and exclu­ 
sive control over and m anagem ent of 
the construction, repairs anu m ainte­ 
nance of all zaujus, dams, bridges, 
streets, sewers, alleys, gas and gas 
works,water and water works, public 
parks and buildings and all other pub­ 
lic works and of everything pertain­ 
ing thereto. 
Second. To have the exclusive pow­ 
er to contract for che construction and 
repairs of all Public Works embraced 
w ithin the provisions of this Act, and 
complete control over the expenditure 
of all monies expended for the pur­ 
poses in this Act contemplated. 
Third. To have full and complete 
control over all Hie city officers (the 
City Attorney alone excepted) so far 
as is necessary to carry out the object 
of this Act. 
Fourth. To appoint a City Engineer 
who shall be ex-officio Street ¡super­ 
intendent. 
Fifth. To appoint a Secretary for 
the Board. 
Sixth. In the event of a vacancy oc­ 
curring in the Board to fill such va­ 
cancy or vacancies by appointm ent or 
election; the appointee to hold office 
until the next succeeding election or 
his successor has been elected and qual­ 
ified as hereinafter provided. 
Sec. 2. All power and control oyer 
and m anagem ent by the Mayor and 
Council of each, every, and all the 
subjects enumerated in this Act is 
hereby annulled, vacated and set a s id e 
and the same vested exclusively in 
the Board of Public W orks hereby'cre- 
ated and established. 
Sec. 3. The term of office of the 
members of the Board except as here­ 
inafter provided shall be three years, 
or until their successors are elected 
and duly qualified and until the next 
Municipal election, the Board shall 
consist of three persons to he appoint­ 
ed by the Governor, on or before the 
first day of May, A. D. 1876. 
Sec. 4. Eacli member of the Board 
shall before entering upon the duties 
of his office execute a bond for the 
faithful performance of his offlcial.du- 
tles. Said bond shall be in the sum of 
fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) and to 
be approved by the District Judge of 
the 17th Judicial District. 
Sec. 5. 
Im m ediately upon the pas­ 
sage of this Act and the qualification 
of the members appointed by the Gov­ 


ernor as herein provided, the said 
members shall meet and draw’ lots for 
the term of one, two aud three years, 
the 
member bolding 
the shortest 
term shall be Chairman of the Board. 
At the first annual election for m unic­ 
ipal officers occurring after the pas­ 
sage of this Act there shall be elected 
one m em ber of the Board to fill the 
place of the member who holds the 
shortest term: it being provided that 
the member holding for the short 
term shall hold only until the said 
next municipal election, or until the 
election and qualification of his suc­ 
cessor. 
A t each annual municipal 
election, subsequent to that of 1876, 
there shall be elected one member to 
hold office for three years. 
Sec. 6. 
Each member of the Board 
shall receive in full compensation for 
all official services for each and for 
every day spent in official duty, the 
same compensation as is allowed the 
Board of Supervisors for Los Angeles 
county. 
Sec. 7. Said Board shall keep or 
cause to be kept true and correct books 
of record and accounts, in which shall 
be entered all official acts of the 
Board, and said books shall be open 
to public inspection during the ordi­ 
nary office hours, when not iu actual 
use. 
Sec. 8. All moneys expended under 
the provisions of this Act shall be 
paid by the City Treasurer, upon war­ 
rants of the Board properly drawn 
and audited, and signed by the Presi­ 
dent and Secretary. 
Sec. 9. No member of the Board or 
the City Engineer shall be interested 
in any contract let under the provis­ 
ions of this Act. 
A violation of the 
provisions of this section shall be 
deemed a felony. 
Sec. 10. All acts or parts of acts in 
conflict with the provisions of this 
Act are hereby repealed. 
Sec. 11. This Act shall take effect 
immediately. 
Approved April 3d, 1876.

Nan Fran cisco News. 


S a n F r a n c i s c o , April 12th.—The 
Chronicle says a powerful whiskey 
ring exists here whose circuit em bra­ 
ces many federal officials. As far 
back as January 1875 United States 
District Attorney Van Dyke and Su­ 
pervisor of Internal Revenue L. M. 
Fotilke were put in possession of the 
evidence that the Government had 
been defrauded out of a large sum of 
money by a prominent distiller. 
The 
Treasury Department was not noti­ 
fied of the discovery, nevertheless the 
case was compromised, but the Treas­ 
ury of the United States never re­ 
ceived a dollar of the money paid by 
the crooked manufacturer. 
The dis­ 
tiller was never seized nor the owner 
prosecuted nor was any report of this 
violation of law or any of the facts 
or events connected therewith made 
known to the Department. 
Pacific Mail steamer,City of Panam a 
sailed at noon yesterday for Victoria, 
tlie attachm ent having been released. 
It appears th at Jam es Ham, and S. D 
White, bankers in New York, claim­ 
ed the steamer under a bill of sale 
made on the 14th of March. A sher­ 
iff's jury decided th a t the steamer be­ 
longed to them and a bond of $750,000 
was required from the Panam a Rail­ 
road company. 
The company failing 
to give the bond the attachm ent was 
released. 
The steam er China is still 
under attachm ent. 
No attachm ent 
upou the Granada has yet been issu­ 
ed. 
Speculators have been buying silver 
coin of late, and the result is th a t the 
price has gone up to four per cent, dis­ 
count. Trade dollars have sym pa­ 
thized slightly and 92J is offered for 
them, but no sellers of large amouuts 
are in the market. 
In the case of S. P. Herring, the 
Palace Hotel assassin, the defendant 
was placed on the stand and related 
his life from the cradle up, in a pa­ 
thetic manner. On cross examination 
the District Attorney induced other 
recitals, among w hich was ihe fact 
tiiat he had served a term of three 
years in the Wisconsin S tate prison 
for shooting a Norwegian, whom he 
endeavored to rob of his watch and 
money. 
A forged check for $3,200 on 
Latham ’s bank, executed iu excellent 
style and found am ong his eff-cts, lie 
admitted to be in his hand writing. 
The citizens anti-Chinese com m it­ 
tee of 12 met last evening in the May­ 
or’s office to discuss the m atter of 
sending a delegation to W ashington. 
It was decided that but three instead 
of five should be sent. 
A squad of officers yesterday made 
a raid on some Chinese fishermen who 
were arranging tneir nets in the wa­ 
ter near H arter’s Point in violation of 
the new law. 
Twenty-two arrests 
were made. 
An anti-Chinese association was or­ 
ganized in the first ward of Oakland 
last evening. 
A similar organization 
will be formed this evening in the 
second ward. 
The various railroad companies have 
decided not to receive trade dollars 
hereafter for more than 90 cents eith­ 
er for freight or passage. 
Charles Tibbetts, the bunko sharp 
who swindled the Sonoma county fa r­ 
mer out of $700 at the top and bottom 
dice game was fined $1,000 by the po­ 
lice judge yesterday. 
The Grand Chapter Royal Arch Mu- 
sons of California are holding their 
annual convention and will elect the 
grand officers this morning. 
A ta meeting of produce and fruit 
commission merchants to-day it was 
resolved to do business upon a silver 
basis. 
Before the Senate Committee on 
Chinese to-day Rev. 0. Gibson was 


first examined. 
H e testified that he 
was ten years a missionary of the M eth­ 
odist Episcopal church in China. The 
emigration of Chinese is principally 
from Hong Kong. 
The emigration is 
conducted, he thought, on the same 
principle as in Germ any and other 
principal European countries. 
The 
Chinese Companies, as far as he knew, 
have no criminal power, and were it 
not for the contract with the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company,would have 
no power over the mass of Chinese in 
Sau Francisco without the consent of 
six companies or the sanction of Cox 
or some missionary, in the case of 
converted Chinese. 
No Chinamen 
can return in the Pacific Mail Com pa­ 
ny’s vessels. 
Many of the Chinese 
who come here have no knowledge of 
the existence of these companies, or 
hongs, until they 
arrive. 
A t the 
wharf they are m et by the agents of 
the companies and asked what portion 
of China they come from, aud the a n ­ 
swer 
deterinines the 
company to 
which they will be assigned. 
Silver coin has improved since yes­ 
terday, Brokers’ quotations now vary­ 
ing from 4(5 5 per cent, discount; trade 
dollars areaisoimproving, there being 
a brisk demand from Chinamen at 7J 
@10 per cent, discount. It is evident 
that there is a lock up process going 
¡n among bullion men who have found 
it necessary to take the step in order 
to proteet their interests. That their 
manipulations in progress at the pres­ 
ent time m ay be surmised from the 
fact that the Banks of California and 
Nevada and London and San Francis­ 
co Bank and nearly all theother lead­ 
ing institutions of the kind refuse to 
sell a dollar in silver coin and are con­ 
stantly in the market buying the arti­ 
cle up. The China steamer carried in 
the neighborhood of $600,000 half in 
fine silver bars and half in Mexican 
and t rade dollars. 
Martinelle Eutrene was arrested this 
afternoon on a charge of attem pting a 
rape upon a three ami a. half year old 
child the daughter of a man named 
Herman, residing on Vallejo street. It 
is charged that the accused enticed the 
child into a cellar near her house and 
attempted the commission of the atro­ 
cious crime. 
Before he escaped peo­ 
ple who saw the child leave the cellar 
crying, captured him, and only the 
timely arrival of an officer prevented 
a large crowd which4liad congregated 
from lynching him. 
It is reported that the Democratic 
State Central Committee is engaged 
in incubating a job and will try to 
send delegates to the St. Louis con­ 
vention without the intervention of a 
State convention. The committee was 
in secret session this afternoon. The 
County Committee, which m eets this 
evening, intends to have something 
to say about the matter. 
The Democratic State Central Com­ 
m ittee met this afternoon at Union 
hall, in this city. There were twenty- 
four delegates present. Colonel Peter 
Donahue,the chairman, presided. The 
object of the meeting was to set a day 
for the State Convention, to select del­ 
egates to the Democratic National 
Convention at St. Louis. 
It was 
finally ordered th at the State Con­ 
vention should be held at San F ran ­ 
cisco on the 24th day of May, and the 
Secretary was instructed to notify the 
County Central Committees of the 
same. The committee then adjourned 
subject to the call of the President.

The attendance by 
spectators, both white and colored, 
was very large, the galleries and 
lobbies of the House of Representa­ 
tives being packed to their full ca­ 
pacity. The Committee on Reso­ 
lutions lias not yet been aide to agree. 
The proceedings were unimportant, 
except two speeches from Pinehbaek 
and .Smith of Alabama. Pinehbaek 
did not take the new departure 
but his speech had a strong flavor of 
independence. He said the colored 
people are beginning to think for 
themselves, and will never again vote 
the Radical tipket solid as heretofore. 
Tiie South could never prosper while 
party lines are race lines. He wanted 
no more color lines in politics, but a 
division of parties on other than race 
lines. SenatorC. 8. Smith followed 
Pinehbaek, making a powerful speech 
in favor of the new departure. He 
advised the blacks no longer to remain 
in the Radical party, but make terms 
with their white Southern friends, and 
hereafter to vote for honest and com- 
petant men, without reference to 
party. The speech made a profound 
impression, and was received with 
great applause by whites and blacks. 
There is a strong element in the 
Convention in favor of this departure, 
and caucusing was very brisk.
